ephone Co. of Missouri has been, and is now faili 
to comply with all the provisions of said article 8, 
and with the provisions of ordinances No. 11,604, 
12,724 and 14,408; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Delegates, the Council 
concurring therein, That His Honor the Mayor and 
the City Counselor be, and they are hereby earnestly 
requested to take any and ali legal steps and enter 
upon any proceedings „ by law to enforce 
compliance with the conditions ofthe said bond, and 
to bring suit or suits necessary to enforce and collect 
the penalties of said bond fora breachofthe condi- 
tions thereof.

A BRAVE SON. 


An Invalid Saves His Mother’s Life, but 


the Exertion Proves Fatal.

New YorK, June 13.—Lawrence Stearns, an 
invalid residing on Jefferson avenue, Eliza- 
beth, N. J., died from effects of over-exertion 
the day previous when he saved his mother 
from burning to death. The young man was 
dangerously ill with bronchial pneumonia, 
and the doctors attending bim declared that 
his life could only be saved by careful nurs- 


ing. On Monday his mother was burning 
some disinfectant andther clothes accidentally 
caught fire. She screamed piteously for as- 
sistance, and her son, — her cries, 
spreng, sick as he was, from the bed, and 
rushing to her side bbed a quilt with which 
he enveloped her body and smothered the 
flames.

The law is as 
positively violated by keeping a saloon open 
on Sunday,no matter what kind of entrance is 
used, as by selling, and the penalty is the 
same. Judge Noonan’s instructions, and, as 
far as appears publicly, bis conduct in the trial 
of these cases, is all right. But the people cer- 
tainly cannot reasonably expect successful 
prosecution of such cases in a court 
where both the judge and the 
prosecutor ure notoriously the friends and 
sympathizers of the business and the class 
most interested. As Judge Noonan himself 
80 aptly said lately, ‘A Judge is human, like 
any y else, and need not be ex to 
turn away from bis friends.’

HOW THE BIG REVOLVER MATCH BETWEEN 
* BENNETT AND PAINE ENDED. 


The Matter to Be Settled by the Secretary of 
the National Rifle Association — Count 
Apponzi Wins $300,000 on the Austrian 


Derby—Sporting News and Notes—Sali 
Gossip. 


AINE and Bennett 
have terminated their 
big shooting match 
for the championship 
of the world with the 
revolver in as big a 
row. Much interest 
has been centered in 
the affair throughout 
the country, and it 
was hoped that the 
present match would 
settle the much-dis- 
puted auestion as to 
whois champion. How Chevalier Paine ac- 
quired the title noone knows. Still he has 
been recognized as such for some time. There 
is no record that he ever contested with any 
one in this country for it, and the only con- 
clusion that can be arrived at in the matter is 
that his scores with a revolver were 80 very 
large that no one caredto enter a contest 
with him for the titie. 

Mr. F. E. Bennett is a resident of Boston 
and a tailor by trade, and has {just recently 
sprung into prominence as a revolver shot. 
He has made some very remarkable scores of 
late, which led a great many of his admirers 
to believe that he could defeat Chevalier 
Paine easily in a match at fifty yards, 
with a 44-caliber revolver. A match between 
Paine and Bennett was talked of, and be- 
cause the former gentleman would not ac- 
cede to allthe demands and provisos of the 
Bennett party, they gave out that Paine was 
afraid to shoot him a match. Finally, after con- 


siderable waste of words the match was made, 
the shooting to be under the rules of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, 100 shots a day for 
lx days on a standard American target. 
The match was begun in due time and 
gressed very smoothly until the fourth 
when four of Bennett’s friends and 
ea gm stood behind Paine 
ept up a running fire of ment 
which annoyed Paine very much. Just be- 
fore firing his ninth string he turned on them 
with cocked and primed revolver and ordered 
them to desistin their ungentiemanly con- 
duct. This had the desired effect and they re- 
tired. That Bennett should allow such pro- 
ceedings speaks very badly of him and had he 
won the match the gentlemen sportsmen 
of this * would have been much averse 
to have given him proper credit for his 
victory. t the conclusion of the day’s score 
Paine’s judge, Mr. Newton Dexter, entered 
with the feferee formal complaint that 
Bennett’s sights were not what the 
rules under which they were shooting called 
for, but the referee decided that as he had 
permitted Bennett to use the — the pre- 
vious da 78 he could not order em changed 
now. Jpon this decision Paine withdrew 
from the match, and besides the ‘objection to 
the sights Newton Dexter also protested the 
time Bennett was consuming in firing 
his shots, which, according to the rules, 
should be but one minute to a shot. Bennett s 
shooting was timed and it was found that he 
took as much as twenty minutes to fire ten 
shots. Bennett went out and finished his 
scores on the two succeeding days after 
Paine’s withdrawal, whereupon the 
referee gave the match to him. Paine 
3 the decision, and accordin 
0 the agreement of bot 
contestants before the match was begun, the 
matter goes to the Secretary of the ational 
Rifle Association for final adjustment. The 
Boston Herald, which is stake-holder, has re- 
fused to pay over the money until the decision 
of the secretary of the above association 
has been made.
